TDY Pay 


Moves Up

WASHINGTON.—Per diem rates for a wide range of 
temporary duty (TDY) situations took a big upward jump 
this week as a joint committee okayed a whole new schedule 
of payments. The increases range from $1 for some men 
who drew nothing to $4 for some officers. 





The same committee approved 
the mileage rates for movement of 
trailers under the new trailer al- 
lowance law. They are: 20 cents 
per mile for trailers hauled by 
commercial movers and 10 cents 
per mile if the owner does his own 
hauling. The trailer rules are re- 
troactive to Aprif 1. 

The new per diem rates will take 
effect July 1. The increases are in

Code Changes Would 


Increase CO’s 


WASHINGTON. — The services 
have asked Congress to restore to 
unit commanders the right to fine 
and confine enlisted men without 
resorting to court martial. 

This was described as the most 
important single change’of more 
than 30 proposed to the Uniform 
Code of Military: Justice sent to 
the Hill last week under Navy 
sponsorship. 

The change, recommended by 
the Womble Committee as well as 
by a special board which recom- 
Mmended the other changes to the 
UCM, is described not only as re- 
storing to unit commanders 
greater disciplinary authority but 
also as protecting the careers of 
minor offenders by preventing the 
appearance on their records of 
entries indicating courts martial.

THE PROPOSED amendments 
to the UCMJ would permit com- 
pany punishment of up to seven 
days’ confinement and up to one- 
half of one month’s pay for en-

listed men. They would also per- 
mit commanders having general 
court martial jurisdiction to im- 
pose fines of up to one-half of a 
month’s pay, for three months on 
warrant officers and officers, in- 
stead of only one month’s pay as 
of now. 

The proposed amendments 
would add a hew article to cover 
bad-check prosecutions. Under the 
present code, says the Navy’s let- 
ter of transmittal, “an obviously 
guilty person sometimes escapes 
punishment” because of technical 
difficulties that arise. The new 
bad-check article is similar to the 
bad-check laws of Missouri and 
the District of Columbia. 

Other changes proposed for the 
UCMJ are administrative. The 
most important, from the point of 
view of a man up for court martial, 
is the provision for one-man 
courts. The code would be 
amended to provide that an ac-

Army Sets Discharge Rules 
For Overseas Crime Cases 


WASHINGTON.—The Army last 
week set up the rules by which 
soldiers convicted of serious crimes 
by foreign courts can be kicked 
out of the Army. 

Under the new reg, Change 3 to 
AR 615-366, soldiers face an un- 
desirable discharge if they are con- 
victed by a foreign court of a 
crime which the Army’s court mar- 
tial code considers worthy of a 
six-months’ prison sentence, or 
worse. When a soldier is convicted 
of such a crime overseas, his com: 
mander can ask the Department of 
the Army to separate him. 

The dividing line—whether the 
crime is. worth six months in an 
Army stockade—was drawn in an 
effort to iron out the differences 
in the legal codes of the many 
countries in which the Army now 
has troops. Drunkenness, for ex- 
ample, might be considered a seri- 
ous offense in one country, a minor 
matter in another.

UNDER THE basic reg, soldiers 
who are convicted of felonies by 
civil courts in the U.-S. are sub- 
ject to discharge. Until now, there 
was no specific rule to apply -in 
cases where soldiers were convicted 
of serious crimes by civil courts 
overseas. 

The new rule applies as soon as 
a soldier is “initially convicted.” 
He is subject to discharge even if 
the foreign court suspends his sen-

The “six months or worse” rule 
does not apply in such ares as 
Hawaii, Alaska, and the Canal Zone, 
where there are no “foreign 
courts.”

ances to “home of selection,” if 
Congress approves a new Pentagon 
request. 

Now, non-Regulars who retire re- 
ceive such money only for move- 
ment to their home of record. But 
Regulars get it for any destination 
they choose. The Pentagon in a 
formal proposal to Congress last 
week called this situation “highly 
discriminatory” against reservists. 

The legislative request would 
apply to all persons retiring, in- 
cluding those retired for physical 
disability and those placed on the 
temporary disability list. It would 
also cover transportation of de- 
pendents and of baggage and house- 
hold goods to the home of selec- 


tion. 

In April 1951 the Defense De- 
partment actually authorized Re- 
servists travel money to retire at 
a home of their choice. Defense’s 
regulations were based on its in- 
terpretation of the Career Compen- 
sation Act. : 

‘ However, in 1953 and 1954 the 
U. S. Comptroller General ruled 
otherwise. He said the Career 
act did not allow such payment to 
non-Regulars. 

In supporting the new legisla- 
tion, Defense pointed out that 
many Reserves in effect are career 
people; that many “long since 
ceased to have homes to which to 





return.”

This is now the principal 
source of recruitment for the 
National Guard. While there has 
been some anxiety lest reduced 
draft calls might remove the mo- 
tivation for such enlistments, the 
failure of the Reserve bill revives 
the prospect that the Senate will 
seek to restore the cuts in the 
Regular Army, which would step 
up the draft call again and make 
National Guard enlistment more 
attractive. 

It would seem entirely. feasible 
for Federal funds and/or Fed- 
eral training facilities to be 
made available te the States, so 
that each young man enlisting 
in the Guard could be required 
to undergo three or four months 
of basic training. This would 
require no legislation except to 
provide the funds.

Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Md. 


i a you are an elisted man expect- 

ing to move your family to the 
Aberdeen Proving Ground soon, 
you may be in for a hard time. Ac- 
cording to the billeting officer 
there: 

“Housing is at a premium in 
this area for the lower ranking 
enlisted man due to the pending 
dispesition of government-oper- 
ated projects. The prevailing rent 
for all other outside housing is 
above the financial capabilities 
of most of the enlisted men.” 

However, the billeting officer says 
in response the Times’ semi-annual 
housing questionnaire, “personnel 
desiring an unfurnished apartment 
can obtain a unit in the adjacent 
Wherry project without too long a 
wait.” 

The officer reports Wherry rents 
range from $73.50 for a one-bed- 
room unit to $98.75 for a three-bed- 
room apartment—plus electricity. 
He warns that two and three bed- 
room houses, both furnished and 
unfurnished, are “very scarce” and 
personnel with large families who 
do not care to live in apartments 
“have a difficult time finding avail- 
abilities.” 

The most convenient way to find 
out in advance what housing is 
available here is to write, to “The 
Housing Branch, Billeting Office,” 
at Aberdeen, where there is a run- 
ning list of real estate openings. 
These are handled on a first-come, 
first-serve basis,

NO CONSTRUCTION expected 
in the immediate future is expected 
to help relieve the tight housing 
situation at Aberdeen, which is be- 
tween Baltimore, Md., and Wil- 
mington, Del. 

On the post, there are 60 quar- 
ters for officers, 29 quarters for 
permanently-assigned enlisted men. 
There is no easy way to estimate 
the waiting period for these quar- 
ters, since they are assigned on the 
basis of rank in grade. The on-post 
housing situation, says the billeting 
officer, “will continue to be tight 
as there is a great demand for the 
limited number of quarters.”

One bedroom apartments, accord- 
ing to the depot’s billeting officer, 
cost from $35 a month (unfur- 
nished) to a high of about $50 a 
month, including furnishings. Two 
bedroom units start at about $50, 
and go up to $67.50. Three bed- 
room units in the Anniston area 
cost from $70 a month. 

The general outlook, says the 
billeting officer, is expected to be 
“adequate” in the next six months. 

Officers coming to the depot can 
move into furnished government 
quarters, until their household 
goods arrive and permanent quar- 
ters are established. 

The Anniston Chamber of Com- 
merce also is available to help new- 
comers find housing. 

There are 13 government quar- 
ters on the post, all of which are 
reserved for officers. The 95 
Wherry units are rented to al! 
ranks and to civilians.

(THE quarters are being converted 

to permanent type to house of- 
ficers and their families at the de- 
pot.

The 1000 Wherry units on the 
post are set aside for officers, and 
there is a 30-day waiting period for 
one of these apartments. All of the 
on-post quarters have bedroom 
furniture, stove and refrigerator— 
living room furniture is not pro- 
vided. 

There is a waiting list for the 
on-post trailer spots but, says the 
billeting office, “current vacancies 
usually exist in the trailer camps 
near the post.”

THE AVERAGE cost of civilian- 
owned housing in the area begins 
at $40 to $60 per month for unfur- 
nished one-bedroom apartments, to 
$90 to $115 monthly for furnished 
three-bedroom dwellings. In the 
area are several motels which are 
described as “very nice.” They cost 
between $5 and $10 a day, depend- 
ing on the number of people in the 
family.

In the area, one-bedroom dwell- 
ings rent for between $60 and $75 
a month, two bedroom apartments 
cost up to $90’ monthly and three 
bedroom units start at about $90 a 
month, and go up to $120 or more, 

The billeting office advises new- 
comers “to be sure quarters are 
available before bringing their 
families to Fort Campbell.”

Shabby Shenanigans 


PPONENTS of the Reserve bill used an old, obnoxious | 


olitical trick to deal the plan what may have been a 
death blow.. That trick is to so load up a bill with unpalatable 
amendments that even its supporters must reject it. 

The House did just that. 

First, it adopted, 126-87, an amendment by Rep. Powell 
(D., N. Y.), which not only would {pik or involuntary assign- 
ment of a man who has completed active duty to a unit of a 
National Guard which practiced racial segregation, but also 
would pees enlistment of a man in any Reserve or Guard 
unit which was segregated. 

Then it_approved, 174-56, an amendment by Rep. Bow 
(R., O.), which would prohibit assignment of any man who 
enters service in the future to duty in a country in which 
the Status of Forces Treaty is in effect. 

The first branch of Powell’s amendment has some justi- 
fication. Proponents of the bill recognized this, when they 
offered to strike from the original bill the provision allowing 
involuntary assignments to the National Guard of those who 
had a reserve liability. But the second part was more than 
an intolerable attempt to seize federal control of the Na- 
tional Guard by saying whom it could enlist and under what 
conditions. It also would prevent enlistments in any Guard 
or Reserve unit which, by reason of its location, may be made 
up of a single racial group. 

When Powell and 166 others outvoted the 143 who tried 
to compromise his amendment in a reasonable manner, they 
took on a responsibility for emasculation of the Reserve bill 
which they cannot shift to others. 

The 167 for their own various reasons have said they 
prefer calling up World War II and Korean veterans again in 
the next emergency to trying to work out a program of insur- 
ing that non-service personnel will get Reserve training. 

As for Bow’s amendment, there has been much heat and 
little light shed over the Status of Forces Treaty. But now 
the treaty is law, and operations under it have so far shown 
few examples of unjust or capricious punishment. 

The issue is simply this: Would the American people 
tolerate presence of armed forces among them without retain- 
ing the right to try them for offenses against Americans? 
How then, can Americans insist that our men abroad be im- 
mune to local law for off-station offenses? 

The Reserve bill is not dead. Debate can be resumed at 
any time. One way to help insure this is for every re-tread 
and every re-re-tread and the organizations to which they 
belong to let representatives know what they think of the 
type of “equal justice under law” which the House currently 
is dispensing. 


No Medicare Yet 


J ABOUT two months remain of this session of Con- 
gress. There has been no indication in either the House 
or the Senate that the long-pending Dependent’s Medical 
Care Bill is going to be taken up in that period. 

In fact, officials are now exploring a new approach to 
the problem of providing medical care for service families. 
An insurance plan is under consideration. Presumably it 
would be something like the Blue Cross Plan, with the gov- 
ernment picking up the tab, or part of the cost. 

Frankly, we think it will be difficult to improve upon 
the Defense medicare bill now in Congress. 

The pending bill simply states that any service can take 
care of dependents of any service to the limit of available 
facilities. Where facilities are not available, the dependent 
can seek civilian aid, and be reimbursed for expenses exceed- 
ing $10 or 10 percent of the costs, whichever is greater. 

Maybe, however, an alternate plan would be better. 

But, pending bill or alternate plan, something must be 
done. Despite the services’ most strenuous efforts to provide 
care for dependents, countless service families have had to 
pay big medical bills because service facilities were not open 
to them. 

If the family of each serviceman who has had to meet 
such expenses or who is facing the prospect of such bills 
would write to its Senators and Representatives, detailing 
its own experience, Congress would be alerted to the need 
for action. 

... It is not too late for a medical care 
this year—if Congress can be persuaded of its urgency.

Reserve Training 


HAGERSTOWN, Md.: I read 
your recent article on reserve 
training and was impressed that 
someone has finally taken action 
to help the 8000 RA enlisted men 
who hold commissions or warrants. 
In the article it states that one of 
the ways a man can now improve 
his record as a Reserve officer is 
by completing Army extension 
courses appropriate to his Reserve 
grade, MOS and branch. 

I have done this off and on since 
reverted 


1949 but the catch is the D/A 
board that judges these officers 


to enlisted status in | ficer 





in duplicate. These go through 
channels and wind up as follows: 
one in the enlisted man’s 201 file 
and one in the military district or 
unit concerned. Hence, the board 
that judges the enlisted man and 
reservist should receive this in- 
formation but does not. 

The extension courses do not al- 
ways work. The only practical 
idea would be to go on active duty 
if legislation can be passed. Then 
the RA enlisted man can be com- 
petitive, show his skill and have 
a fighting chancé against the civil- 
ian reservist, who in my estima- 
tion gets all the breaks for active 
duty and promotions, while we 
continue to serve our country 365 
days a year. 

As time goes on when more WO’s 
and RO’s revert to enlisted status 
— and the number increases — 
perhaps legislation will give them 
a break whereby they can- compete 
with civilians holding warrants 
and commissions. 

“FORGOTTEN” 


OMAHA, Neb.: Under present 
legislation no opportunity is af- 
forded Reserve officers serving as 
Regular Army enlisted men or 
warrant officers to receive any type 
of active duty training, which is 
mandatory -for purposes of per- 
manent Reserve promotion. D/A 
has recommended that everyoné 
in this category be encouraged to 
enroll in appropriate extension 
courses in order to improve their 
value to the service and qualify 
for promotion. 

It is the belief of this writer 
that those persons presently en- 
rolled in an extension course 
should be given partial credit by 
D/A when they complete each sub- 
course of the series. 

Reserve officers not on active 
duty receive a copy of a 
cate of letion for each sub- 
course completed. An additional 
copy is placed in the 201 file of 
the appropriate district. The c 
in the 201 file at district is avail- 
able when and if the Reserve of- 
for permanent pro- 
motion in the Reserve. 

The Reserve officers serving as 





RA enlisted men or warrant of- 
ficers normally receive a copy of 
the certificate of completion for 
the specific sub-course and one is 
also placed in his 201 file. But 
the fallacy is that Reserve officer 
promotions are made at D/A level 
and apparently no record is main- 
tained at that level to determine 
if the individual has made an ef- 
fort to improve his value to the 
service, unless he completes the 
entire series. 

It appears as though this situa- 
tion could be remedied by one of 
the following: 

(a). Eliminate the copy fur- 
nished to the HQ responsible for 
maintaining the man’s Regular 
Army records and forward this 
copy to D/A for inclusion in his 
201 file. 

(b). Make an additional copy of 
the certificate and forward to D/A 
for future consideration. 


It could also be recommended 
that a Reserve officer serving as 
an enlisted man or warrant officer 
be given credit at D/A level for 
enrollment in the officers’ reading 
program of his arm or service 
when he has completed the re- 
quired reading to qualify for a cer- 
tificate. Another method of in- 
forming D/A that an individual is 
increasing his value to the service 
would be by furnishing D/A a 
transcript of credits for those pur- 
suing off-duty courses of instruc- 
tion on or off post given by a 
recognized college or university. 
This transcript could be furnished 
upon completion of a year’s accom- 
plishment, or when two years’ 
work has been completed.

Services Ask 
‘Even-Up’ 
Home Choice. 


WASHINGTON.—Reservists who 
put in enough active duty time to 
retire are as much career soldiers 
as Regulars and should receive 
equal benefits, the Army argued 
this week in asking Congress to 
permit choice of home to any’ 
“member of the uniformed serv- 
ices” who retires. 

Speaking for all the services, 
Army Secretary Robert T. Stevens, 
in identical letters to the Speaker 
of the House and the President of 
the Senate, asked that several re- 
cent Comptroller General decisions 
be overturned. In addition, the 
“choice of home” privilege was pro- 
posed to be extended to men be- 
ing discharged with severence pay 
after eight years’ continuous serv- 
ice.

Troop Test to Show 


FORT LEE, Va.—“Water, water, everywhere, but not 
a drop to drink,” might well become the motto for-the volun- 
teers for the latest test being conducted by the Laboratory of 
Physiological Hygiene at the University of Minnesota with

master Research and Development 
Field Evaluation. Agency. 


This test is to provide more com- 
plete data on the minimum amount 
of water needed by an individual 
to perform rigorous physical ac- 
tivity. 

On June 1, a group of 27 men, 
including 18 test subjects; seven 
NCOs, and one test officer, left 
Fort Lee for Mt. Washington, N. H. 
There, for approximately 30 days, 
the men will be toughened phys- 
ically and mentally, with only the 
top 11 being chosen to participate 
in the test at Minnesota. 

After training and screening, 
the 11 test subjects and one officer, 
who will also undergo the test, 
plus an administrative staff headed

THE UNIVERSITY laboratory,

70 degrees Fahrenheit and a hu- 
midity of 50 percent.

After each series of exercises— 
which simulate duties performed 
by the men—their reactions, steadi- 
ness and water balance will be 
measured. Each man will be given 
a daily ration of water proportion- 





ate to his physiological composi- 
tion and body chemistry.

THIS GROUP is not to be con- 
sidered “guinea pigs.” There is 
nothing in the proposed tests that 
would be injurious to health, and a 
highly trained team of medical 
scientists will be on duty 24 hours 
watching over the men. 

Information and data such as 
this test will give has not been 
readily available in the past. In 
the series of similar tests that were 
conducted last year at the same 
institution, the objective was to de- 
termine the minimum amount of 
calories required by military per- 
sonnel for survival under various 
conditions. However, this year’s 
test is doubly important in that 
there will be—in addition to this 
important research on water re- 
striction — information that will 
greatly add to understanding of 
how the human body functions. 

The actual data needed will be 
gathered during the 52 days of in-

DURING the next fiscal year, 
which begins July’ 1, the Army 
anticipates putting 12,000 civilians 
in jobs now being filled by military 
personnel.

CAMP. KILMER, N. J. — The 
Camp Kilmer pet staging area, 
where dogs and cats of overseas- 
bound Army owners were readied 
for shipment, closed last week as 
part of the camp’s phase-out as the 
main east coast processing point. 
Here, Army pets received phys- 
ical examinations, were given 
shots for such things as rabies and 
distemper and in general were 
processed in somewhat similar 
manner to their masters. 
Members of the staff, under com- 
mand of Maj. Edwin H. Ferrell, 
post veterinarian, were Ist Lt. 
Stanley C. Romans Jr., assistant, 
post veterinarian, Sgt. Joseph Howe 
and Sgt. Teuro Kimura. They are 
trained veterinary specialists. 
During the time it was open ap- 
proximately 30 dogs per month 
were processed and shipped to all 
parts of the world — mainly to 
Bremerhaven, Germany. 

Even though shipments were 
made at the risk of the owner, the 
typical pet owner didn’t hesitate 
to take his animal friends with him. 
In fact, the owner was apt to be 
a fanatic about his particular pet. 
According to Kimura, most pets ar- 
rived with eleborate instructions 
on their care and feeding. Most

Gone — at least on the surface 
— was the sharp, bitter, personal 
and partisan wrangling that had 
marked the course of the vetoed 
8.8 percent postal pay raise pro- 
posal from the Senate to the House 
to the White House and then back 
to the Senate, where it died. 

Voting through a pay raise for 
postal and classified workers is 
now an all-hands evolution, and 
increases for both groups now ap- 
pear to be only a matter of a few 
days away. 

And unless there is a radical 
change in current plans, the pay 
raises for both groups will be 
retroactive to March 1. 

The new postal pay raise bill 
includes the job reclassification 
measures considered necessary by 
Postmaster General Arthur Sum- 
merfield. In addition to getting a 
percentage pay hike along with 
other postal workers, rural and 
special delivery letter carriers will 
be placed in a new and higher 
Grade 4 — ranging from $3600 to 
$4410. ° 

Smallest increase that any postal 
employee will get will be six per- 
eent. Greater increases given cer- 
tain groups of postal workers will 
bring the average raise to eight 
percent. 

However, the classified pay raise 
situation is not quite as clear. 

Because classified employees 
will not get the same wholesale 
job reclassification dealt postal 
employees, their pay raises may 
be slightly less. Both the Adminis- 
tration and Chairman Tom Murray, 
(D., Tenn.) of the House Post Of- 
fice and Civil Service Committee 
have indicated that they believe 
the classified pay hike ought to 
average slightly less than the raises 
for postal workers. 

On the other hand, the Senate 
earlier went on record for equal 
treatment for both groups when it 
passed 10 percent pay raise bills 
for both. 

What happened to the Senate’s 
10 percent postal pay raise meas- 
ure — scaled downward to 8.8 per- 
cent by the time it reached the 
President’s desk — is now history. 
But the 10 percent classified pay 
bill is still in Murray’s committee, 
where it has been gathering dust 
until such time as the postal pay 
raise situation cleared up. 

Murray and company were 
scheduled to take up the subject 


of pay raises for both postal and | 


classified workers at the end of 
the week, and it appeared to be all 
over but the shouting. 


Inasmuch as Administration of. | 
ficials have been widely reported | 


as saying that an eight percent 
postal pay raise would not be 
vetoed, there seemed little doubt 
that both Murray’s committee and 
the House would go along with the 
Senate on that score. 

The postal pay measure then 
would go straight to the White 
House for the President’s signa- 
ture.

History of Music in Sound, Vol. 
IV (2-12” RCA Victor LM-6029). 
$10.50. 


RCA’s “History of Music in 
Sound” is intended as an audio 
companion to the “New Oxford 
History of Music.” You can enjoy 
it, however, without wading 
through that weighty tome. The 
whole of this ambitious undertak- 
ing will range from ancient and 
oriental to modern music. Vol- 
ume IV covers the so-called Age 
of Humanism (1540-1630), when 
secular music started on the road 
to its present position. Still, the 
heart of the records may be said 
to be pieces by the Church musi- 
cians. But they fall into perspec- 
tive and lose some of their aus- 
terity when taken in context with 
contemporary music. 

Represented are such famous 
masters as Victoria, Palestrina, 
Byrd, Gabriel, and Monteverdi, as 
well as many other lesser-known 
composers. There are some fine 
madrigals, some lovely 16th Cen- 
tury French chansons, religious 
music, and early instrumental en- 
sembles. 

I particularly liked ; Orlando 
Gibbons’ early English church 
music; you will, too, if you like 
Purcell. In addition to the above, 
there is keyboard music and a 
scene from Monteverdi's “Orfeo,” 
generally considered the earliest 
surviving opera. 

With this range of subjects, 
you’re bound to find something 
that you like a great deal. A use- 
ful booklet with comments and 
partial scores comes with the al- 
bum. 

The reproduced sourtd is neces- 
sarily uneven. The records have 
been dubbed from 78’s, recorded 
abroad. Some of them were made 
in cathedrals and monasteries— 
the sound is authentic, but not 
recorded under studio conditions. 
One of the things that I enjoyed 
most was to hear the organ of the 
Marienkirche (in Lemgo, Ger- 
many), which has been restored 
to sound as it probably did some 
300 years ago.

Adventure Novel 
Depicts Greece 
During Rebellion 


[HE CAPTIVE CITY, by John 
Appleby. William Sloane As- 
sociates, N. Y. 220 pages. $3.50. 
The setting of this adventure 
novel is immediate-post-War II 
Athens, when the rebels were 
trying to oust the British and 
the monarchy. The story con- 
cerns a group of people holed up 
in a big Athens hotel, sweating 
out a siege. 

The besieged people, repre- 
senting different nationalities 
and points of view, know that the 
rebels won’t shell the hotel be- 
cause of the arms stored in the 
basement. They make and lose 
contact with a British army 
corps, the hero and heroine re- 
establish contact, the inevitable 
spy is discovered and the siege 
ends. 

The plot’ keeps moving and is 
loaded with adventure and _ ro- 
mance, This novel should make a 


pretty good summer afternoon’s 
reading. 
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common to many other people. 
Howard M. Randall tries it in 
this book, and it would have been 
better if he hadn’t. 

The author apparently set out 
to write the saga of the irifantry. 
What he has succeeded in pro- 
ducing is an amateurish account 
of the personal adventures of 
Howard M. Randall, lieutenant, 
Infantry, in War II. 

The author tells an ordinary 
story of a platoon leader in an 
infantry division in Europe. It 
begins in Luxembourg late in the 
war and ends with a visit to the 
Nazi chamber-of-horrors at Buch- 
enwald, 

Throughout, Randall lets his 
prejudices show, particularly his 
feeling against Regular officers 
from West Point. The author has 
succeeded in reconstructing the 
boredom of war, chiefly through 
the incoherence with which the 
book is written. Randall appar- 
ently experienced without feeling 
and observed without under- 
standing.

In the next 200-odd pages he

Since the atomic stockpile pre- 
sumably won’t let us detonate a 
weapon for each cycle of trainees, 
this simulator should help im- 
measurably with troop indoctrina- 
tion and training with the flash, 
blast, pulse of heat and charac- 
teristic mushroom cloud of atomic 
weapons. 

The sections on street and city 
fighting deserve special attention, 


The book sutfers somewhat be- 
cause of the small type—where 
the smallest type is used, 20/20 
vision is essential. But this is 
a minor deficiency in a book writ- 
ten clearly and well. The purpose 
of this book is the soldier’s aim: 
Not to teach men to die for their 
country, but to live and to win.

A DOZEN fine records by the 


‘1940-42 Duke Ellington band 


have been reissued on a new 12- 
inch LP (RCA-Victor 1092). 
These sides have aged well; They 
are not dated. To this reviewer 
at least, they sound as good as 
they sounded nearly 15 years 


ago. 

This Ellington band had six of 
the greatest soloists in jazz his- 
tory (Johnny Hodges, Ben Web- 
ster, Jimmy Blanton, Lawrence 
Brown, Rex Stewart and Harry 
Carney) along with such other 
top men as Joe (Tricky Sam) 
Nanton, Juan Tizol and Ray 
Nance. 

(Cootie Williams, the great 
trumpeter, is only on two. of 
these sides and is therefore not 
included iri the above list. Cootie 
left Ellington in 1940 to join 
Benny Goodman, as veteran jazz 
followers will well. remember.) 

In addition to the fine solo- 
ists in the Ellington band at that 
time there was also a distinctive 
band sound and spirit. This was 
not just a group of talented 
musician playing together. 

The records reissued in the 
new album are: 

Morning Glory; the unusual 
Dusk; John Hardy’s Wife, fea- 
turing fine horn by Stewart; 
Bakiff, featuring trumpeter 
Nance on violin; The Giddybug 
Gallop; Are You Sticking?; 
Tizol’s Moon Over Cuba; ar- 
ranger-composer Billy Stray- 
horn’s; Clementine; Five O’Clock 
Drag; C Jam Blues; Moon Mist, 
with Nance on violin again; and 
Strayhorn’s Chelsea Bridge. 

Chelsea Bridge may remind 
you of Ravel’s Valses Nobles et 
Sentimentales, but Strayhorn 
claims he had never heard 
Ravel’s waltz until a year after 
he wrote Chelsea Bridge.

© How can I remove shine from 
black fabrics? 

When black material becomes 
shiny, try rubbing the spots thor- 
oughly with slices of raw potato 
and the shine will usually dis- 
appear. 
© How can I get chickens, or 
other fowl, perfectly clean when 
dressing them? 

Rub them thoroughly with bak- 
ing soda and then wash off with 
lukewarm water. 

@ How can I make French dress- 
ing? 

Mix in a glass jar 2 tablespoons 
of vinegar, 4 tablespoons salad 
oil, 4% teaspoon salt, and a dash 
of paprika. Shake until well emul- 
sified. This may be mixed several 
days in advance, but it is neces- 
sary to shake it well each time 
before using. 
® How can I soften hard water? 

Hard water can be softened 
with washing soda. Borax is also 
good. 
® How can I avoid having hang- 
nails? 

Massage the cuticle about the 
nail gently with a cotton-wrapped 
orange stick dipped in olive oil. 
This keeps the skin about the 
nails soft, prevents the hardened 
tissues which form hang-nails. 
® How can I remove scorched 
spots from clothing?

Makin’ 
Muffins 


Muffins can be extra good every 
time, says Dr. Andrea Mackey, 
Oregon State College home econo- 
mist. They can be, that is, if soft 
wheat flour is used. Its low pro- 
tein content results in delicate 
tenderness and soft, cake-like tex- 
ture. 

Soft wheat flour is sold as cake 
or pasty flour and is available to 
housewives in both sacks and 
packages. It adds superior quali- 
ties to many baked goods, Dr. 
Mackey explained, and is not used 
as much as it could be. 


Few recipe books specify the 
type of flour to be used in muffins, 
and those that do often do not 
change proportions of other in- 
gredients accordingly. 

A golden brown, knobby-crust- 
ed dinner muffin, to serve perhaps 
with tossed green salad, is this 
plain muffin, Dr. Mackey sug- 
gested.

2% cups pastry or cake flour 
2 tablespoons sugar 
% teaspoon salt

partner’s rescue at four clubs was 
a frightening thing and he was 
so relieved when Mrs. Keen elect- 
ed to go on to four spades that 
he doubled. 

He led the king of diamonds 


and dummy’s ace won. It looks 
like: Miss Brash has four losers— 
three hearts and a trump, but 
she timed the hand so that 
four spades was a breeze. 

At trick two she led a diamond 
from dummy and ruffed it. Next 
she laid down the king of spades, 
figuring Mr, Muzzy to be short in 
the suit. 

At trick four a small spade was 
led to dummy’s ace, Mr. Muzzy 
discarding the ten of diamonds. 
Now another diamond was ruffed 
in the closed hand: The ace and 
king of clubs were cashed and a 
third club led and ruffed with 
dummy’s six of spades. Dummy’s 
last diamond was ruffed in the 
closed hand. 

At this point Miss Brash simply 
led her last club and’ one of the 
defenders’ winners had mysteri- 
ously disappeared. Both dummy 
‘and Mr..New had one trump and 
three hearts left. 

If Mr. New ruffed, a heart 
would be discarded from the 
board and the defenders would 
take only two heart tricks. If he 
discarded a heart, Miss Brash 
would make her tenth trick by 
ruffing with dummy’s nine of 
spades.

Sills Nuclear Observer Unit 
Left $ at ‘Lost Wages,’ Nev. 


FORT SILL, Okla. — Atomic 
bombs? Shucks, it’s all in a day’s 
work for members of C Btry., 532d 
FA Bn. (Observers) here at Fort 
Sill! 

The battery recently returned 
from Camp Desert Rock, Nev., 
where they have been participating 
in the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s recent nuclear tests. The 
mission of the battery was to em- 
ploy sound ranging, flash ranging 
and radar ranging in attempts to 
pin-point the location of atomic 
bursts. . 

The battery quartered in every- 
thing from.a high school gymna- 
sium in Holbrook, Ariz., to the 
Workmen’s quarters at Boulder 
Dam, Nev. 

At Boulder Dam the soldiers 
struck up a conversation with 
Jerry Lewis, the movie, night club 
and television comic who-invited 
the battery to the Las Vegas hotel 
where he and his partner, Dean 
Martin, were appearing.

eral times and nearly every time 
the men of C Btry were already 
in the field when word of the post- 
ponement was received. They set 
up 39 times to participate in 11 
tests. 

During the first week of May 
the battery had observation posts 
in the nearby hills which wete 
6500 feet above sea level. Troops 
went up one bright sunny day and 
the ~next morning when they 
descended the mountain snow was 
over their boots. 

Weather really dealt the battery 
a hard time. During their stay at 
Desert Rock, the mess tent was 
blown down twice by heavy winds 
—not atomic blasts—which reached 
70 to 80 miles per hour. 

It took only a short time for 
the men to nickname Las Vegas— 
famous for its gambling halls— 
“Lost Wages.” 

“An atomic burst is really a 
beautiful sight to see,” says Lt. J. 
T. Breunig, commanding officer of 
the Fort Sill troops. “But the 
aftermath isn’t so pretty.”

tion.

Retired Pay of EADs 


WASHINGTON. — Congress has 


}been asked to make permanent a 


law that lets retired reservists, 
especially those with slight disabil- 
ities, take active duty. training pay 
without permanently losing their 
retired pay. 

At the same time the Defense 
Department asked new authority to 
prevent reluctant reservists, who 
are involuntarily called back to| 4, 
service from limiting their own | ® 
usefulness by refusing regular pay 
and allowances. 

In a letter to Congress, the De- 
partment explained that 
porary law passed in 1950 and ex- 
piring next September permits re- 
servists to waive retired or disabil- 
ity pay or even veterans compen- 
sation when coming back to active 
duty, either extended or for train- 
ing. 

The reservist simply waives the 
retired pay temporarily and then 
goes back to it when his active 
duty ends. Without this special 
law, his taking active-duty pay 
would cut off his retired or disabil- 
ity pay for good. 

* - * 

DURING THE Korean war, the 
Department told Congress, some 
retired reservists called back to ex- 
tended duty refused to waive re- 
tired pay under this temporary 
law. That blocked them from 
taking regular pay and allowances, 
including travel allowance. 

This prevented transferring 
them from place to place and, said 
the letter, “greatly limited their 
availability for service and has 
caused, in some instances, finan- 
cial hardships for themselves and 
families,”

Generally, individuals subject to 
the military jurisdiction of a 
United Nations Command force 
will continue to be permitted to 
bring into Korea, free from cus- 
toms duties and other such 
charges reasonable quantities of 
privately owned property for per- 
sonal or family use. 

The personal property must be of 
a type that does not violate force, 
service or command regulations 
against its entry or possession. 

* ~~ ” 


A. BAGGAGE declaration form 
listing personal property in the 
individual’s possession will be com- 
pleted and delivered to U. S. au- 
thorities on arrival in Korea. Spot 
checks or examinations of hand 
carried and other luggage will be 
conducted by U. S./UNC military 
authorities. 

In using this declaration form, 
reasonable quantities of property 
for the personal use of the declar- 
ant, or for the use of his family, 
may be described as “personal ef- 
fects and clothing,” without further 
detailed description. All items of 
property identified by serial num- 
bers, such as expensive cameras, 
must be described separately. 

The new procedures will not re- 
strict usual law enforcement activ- 
ities, or other measures taken sep- 
arately or in cooperation with 
Korean officials, designed to pre- 
vent or detect smuggling or the in- 
troduction of contraband property 
into Korea.

IN APRIL, only days after the 
new pay law went into effect, joint 
travel regulation changes were 
passed to the field upping per diem 
from $9 to $12 in most cases where 
neither quarters nor mess are 
available. The new rates, affecting 
persons not eligible for the full 
allowance, will be payable to mem- 
bers on TDY July 1 or later. It 
will not be retroactive to the 
April 1 date of the pay law. 

The new trailer pay rates will be 
retroactive to April 1. That is, they 
will be payable to a member if the 
effective date of his last PCS or- 
ders is April 1 or later. The effec- 
tive date is generally the date of 
departure from last duty station, 
plus any leave or delay granted by 
the orders. Members with effective 
date before April 1 cannot collect 
the allowance until they move PCS 
again. 

Like the dislocation allowance, 
the trailer money will be paid only 
after the move has been made. Un- 
like the dislocation pay, it is pay- 
able only for moves within the 
U. S. Members hauling to Alaska 
or Canada can collect only to the 
U. S. border.

THE RATES depend on whether 
the member does the hauling him- 
self (10 cents per mile) or has it 
done commercially (20 cents per 
mile). Officials admit this is de- 
signed to discourage members from 
doing their own hauling but some 
say also that even the 20 cents 
(maximum under the law) will 
probably not pay all of the com- 
mercial rate. 

Adding the trailer allowance 
plus normal private car’ travel al- 
lowances will net some families a 
sizable sum. The car allowance is 
six cents per mile for the member 
and each adult dependent and three 
cents for children 5-12 years. The 
maximum for dependents is 18 
cents per mile. 

A trailerite with a wife and four 
children could thus collect the fol- 
lowing for moving his own trailer: 
10 cents for the trailer, six cents 
for himself and 18 cents for de- 
pendents. Total—34 cents per mile. 
On a coast-to-coast run (about 3000 
miles) he could net more than 
$1000 for a single move.

Cold-Weather Course 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska.—Sixty-one Fort Rich- 
ardson noncommissioned officers left for Big Delta this week 
to attend the first of three summer courses of rugged instruc- 
tion in military operations under arctic and subarctic condi- 


tions. 


The three-week period, seventh 
NCO course to be held at Big Delta, 
will provide training in arctic sur- 
vival, mountaineering, inland 
waterways navigation, and tactical, 
technical: and logistical problems. 
Its purpose is to teach the basic 
fundamentals and techniques re- 
quired by small units in operations 
in subarctic terrain, as well as to 
qualify selected individuals who 
will pass what they have learned 
on to the men of their units when 
they return. 

Among the subjects taught are 
arctic geography and weather, first 
aid, field fortifications and road 
construction, land navigation and 
trail breaking, use and care of 
special equipment, rock and moun- 
tain climbing and glacier training, 
navigation of inland waterways, 
logistical support of units in the 
subarctic, operations of Army light 
aircraft, and battalion tactical op- 
erations in subarctic mountains and 
forests. 

* * * 


TWO OTHER COURSES in sum- 
mer operations will be held at Big 
Delta this summer. The next, from 
June 22 to July 16, will be limited 
to officers from the continental 
United States, while the other, 
from July 20 to Aug. 10, will be for 
Alaskan Army officers. Each class, 
including the first, will consist of 
about 96 students.

In addition to the summer 
courses, the Army Arctic Indoc- 
trination School conducts regular 
winter courses. 

The men attending the first 
course left for Big Delta by mili- 
tary aircraft. Besides those from 
Fort Richardson, about 30 NCOs 
from the 4th Inf. Regt. at Ladd 
AFB will attend this summer’s first 
course.

AMATEUR WRESTLERS 





Not Like the Pro Showoffs 


MANY Army wrestlers will be aiming for a chance to make the VU. S. Olympic team 
in the months ahead. Because of this and also because nfany who watch professional 
“wrestling” do not know quite what the story is with amateur wrestling, the following 
explanation of amateur wrestling is published for any interested sports fans: 


A freestyle amateur wrestling 
match is divided into four parts 
and the overall idea is to keep 
your shoulders away from the mat 
and black marks away from your 
score, 


Even if you win a decision you 
get one black mark, so it’s best to 
forget about decisions and go for 
the pin. Should you lose a deci- 
sion, you get three black marks. 
When you get five black marks, 
you’ve had it.

This particular report represents 
an approach which seems to differ 
fundamentally from that used in 
recent reports in which the Hoover 
Commission leveled bitter blasts 
at everything about the services 
from inefficiency to the overstock- 
ing of Navy hamburger. . 

The report, though critical in 
some areas, also contains words of 
praise.

THE REPORT SAYS that some 
—but only some—of the criticism 
of the services for duplication in 
R&D is warranted. This, it says, 
can be successfully handled by the 
Secretary of Defense, who has the 
authority to withhold funds where 
unwarranted duplication is going 
on. 

The report states: 

“The operations performed. (in 
R&D by the military departments) 
are generally at a lower level of 
effectiveness that could be realized 
if suitably placed in the civilian 
economy.”
